Alberta's provincial election 
eampaign which will culminate 
Thursday when electors go to the 
Polls to elect 57 members to form 
the ninth legislature in this prov- 
ince’s history saw 165 contestants 
squaring away on Tuesday for the 
final 
election. 

As voting is Thursday, March 21, 
Wednesday is the Jast day in which} 
appeals can be made to the elector- 
ate. 

At 9 a.m. Thursday polls open in 
the 49 constituencies and they will 
close in all constituencies at 6 
P.m., with the exception of Ed- 
monton, Calgary, Lethbridge and | 
Medicine Hat, where they will re- 
main open until 7 p.m., including 
suburban polls, 


The provincial voters’ 
tains about 400,000. names.

In the Edmonton and Calgary 
constituencies, each of which has 
five legislative seats, voting will be 
under the proportional representa- 
tion system. In all other con- 
stituencies the single transferable 
vote will be used. 

In counting the Edmonton and 
Calgary ballots the returning 
officer, after balloting is com- 
pleted, determines the quota 
necessary to elect a member. 
There are about 58,000 names on 
the Edmonton list. 

In 1935 this city and Calgary had | 
six members in the legislature and | 
the quota to elect, determined by 
the number of candidates end total | 
number of votes polled, was 5,324. 
As there is one less seat this time 
the quota may be raised to about 
6,500 although this will be overned | 
by the number of votes cast. 


The single transferable vote in 
Pural ridings will work as usual. 
Under this system a candidate to be 
elected must obtain one vote more 
than one half of the total votes cast: | 

Possibility of delayed counts in 
some rural constituencies was 
seen, as the official count does 
not commence until returning of- 
ficers have received all ballot 
boxes. It was found that in the 

1935 general election more than 
one count was necessary in 10 

rural constituencies, 

In the 1935 general election there | 
were 309,120 votes cast throughout 
the province.

CALGARY, March 19.—“I urge 
you to beware of ‘roorbacks’

ernment. If they are backing any party 
in this election it must be the one he is 
heading. 

Keeping the two railway systems sep- 
arate is only one of two questions that 
have to be considered. The other is 
whether the National system is to be 
maintained as an actively competing en- 
terprise, or relegated to a position of im- 
potence. Mr. Bennett did not amalgamate 
the railways, but through the instrumen- 
tality of Dr. Manion as his Minister of 
railways, he “fired” Sir Henry Thornton 
because under his direction the National 
was forging into the place of the country’s 
foremost transportation system. And that 
action was followed by the framing of a 
time-table which threw the trains on every 
National branch line between Vancouver 
and Winnipeg out of connection with the 
trains on the main line. 

Dr. Manion may not have approved of 
these things, hut they stand in the record 
as shifts that were made while he was 
supposed to be directing the railway policy 
of the country. It is not enough to be told 
now he doesn’t want to amalgamate the 
railways. Does he want to put the Na- 
tional system back into the position of a 
collector and distributor of traffic for its 
competitor? 

Fortunately the voters do not have to 
take chances on what Dr. Manion would 
do with the railways, or the National sys- 
tem. They know that under the present 
Government the railways will not amalga- 
mate, and that the National system will 
operate as an actual and active competi- 
tor for business. They are not likely to 
risk putting their railway property in 
jeopardy by restoring it to the custody of 
Dr. Manion and a shadow cabinet of un- 
known men.

The only 
“penalty” imposed is a promise that Italy 
will not import any more German coal by 
sea. And to prevent hardship resulting, 
Italy is offered all the Welsh coal it re- 
quires, in exchange for munitions, vege- 
tables and fruits. 

To the Nazi headmen this “softness” 
is no doubt inexplicable. At any rate it is 
a mistake, from their point of view. They 
hold it to be weakness to act like civilized 
beings in war-time, and live up to the be- 
lief faithfully. Never yet have they been 
accused of showing! mercy to neutrals 
when there might be a chance that this 
could react to their own disadvantage; 
and there is a quite clear possibility that 
those thirteen cargoes of coal may be 
used in Italy to manufacture munitions 
for shipment to Germany. 

The Allies are obviously banking on 
Mussolini having the decency to respond 
to fair treatment. Perhaps that is what 
Il Duce was thinking about when he let 
Ribbentrop do “most of the talking”’,

A majority of the 
provincial governments were Liberal, in name at 
least; why should they be deprived of the con- 
trol of the franchise?—the federal lists would 
be drawn up by federal officials they claimed, an 
army of Tory electioneers would be created; and 
chief objection of all, the bill was “an invasion 
of provincia] rights,” it was “a step in the direc- 
tion of centralization,”

Well Equipped 


At Kingston on Friday night Colonel Ralston 
gave the details of the equipment of the First 
Canadian Divisian when it went overseas, In- 
stead of obsolete guns and little else of service 
in modern warfare, as charged by critics, the 
Division carried seventy-two eighteen-pounders, 
a full complement of light artillery, the latest 
model of Vickers machine guns and the full 
number of light machine guhs required. The 
Minister stated frankly that the 2,000 motor 
vehicles needed had not been provided but 
added that they would be available by the time 
the troops went to France. He said also that 
Bren guns, of which deliveries are soon to be 
made, would replace the light machine guns, ex- 
plaining further that technicians forecast de- 
livery of 2,000 Bren guns within the first year, 
double the number called for under the contract. 
—Toronto Globe and Mail, 


Catching Up 
Sir Kingsley Wood, Britain’s air minister, 
yesterday gave the British nation the best news 
it has heard in a long time when he told the 
House of Commons that the allied output of air- 


craft is today larger than that of Germany. 
Years before the war broke out the British peo- 
ple were being told almost every week that Ger- 
many was building up a mighty air force while 
Britain was doing nothing. Months before the 
Munich Conference the nation was warned by 
Winston Churchill that the power of the German 
air force was the most dangerous menace Britain 
had ever faced. It was because of Britain's 
marked inferiority in the air that Czecho-Slo- 
vakia was left to her fate. Had the allies 
possessed, the day that Chamberlain flew to 
Munich, the air force they possess today, Euro- 
pean history would have been different. 

Now we have the assurance of the British 
air ministry, not that the allied air force is yet 
as strong as that of Germany, but that Britain's 
daily output of new aircraft is larger than that 
of Germany, which means that the disparity is 
steadily being overcome. It is generally regarded 
—Oon the strength of German declarations—that 
the Nazi's airplane industry is being operated to 
its fullest possible capacity. On the contrary, 
Britain is still expanding hers at the rate of one 
new plant a month.—Montreal Star. 


Canada Imports Flax 


In 1912, Canada produced 26,000,000 bushels 
of flaxseed on somewhat over 2,000,000 acres. 
By 1933 production had declined te 632,000 
bushels on an area of 243,000 acres. There has 
been a small increase in acreage since that year, 


which, combined with a fair yield, resulted in 
a crop of 2,169,000 bushels in 1939, the largest 
outturn since 1932. 

This sharp reduction over the last quarter of 
a century in production has converted Canada 
from a net exporter of flaxseed to a net im- 
porter. Previous to 1909 trade was negligible, 
but in the years just before the outbreak of war 
in 1914, well over a million bushels were export- 
ed annually. By 1916-17 exports had grown to 
over 6 million bushels. That was the peak. The 
next highest export figure occurred in 1924-25 
when nearly 5 million bushels were cleared. 
From that date forward production has taken a 
sharp drop and Canada has gradually assurned 
the position of a net importer. 

Imports during the last few years have in- 
cluded both flaxseed and linseed oil. The flax- 
seed has come largely from the Argentine while 
the linseed oil has originated in Holland, the 
United Kingdom and the United States. Largest 
imports of flaxseed occurred in 1929-30 when 
1,625,015 bushels were brought in and largest 
imports of linseed oil were recorded in 1934, 
amounting to 1,115,512 gallons, chiefly from 
Holland. During the last six years an average 
of over 800,000 bushels of linseed and 329,000 
gallons of linseed oil, equivalent to another 
180,000 bushels of seed, were imported annually. 
It has been calculated that at an average yield of 
eight bushels per acre for the prairie provinces 
the flax imported during the past decade might 
occupy 125,000 acres annually. 

Prices of flax on the Winnipeg market have 
been highly erratic since the outbreak of war. 
During August the average level of 1 C.W. flax, 
in store Fort William-Port Arthur was $1.30 per 
bushel. By September 22, the price of that grade 
had reached $1.85. After a slump which carried 
the level down to around $1.54 at the middle of 
November there was another strong upward 
movement and at the time of writing prices are 
about $2.00 per bushel. 

As long as Canada continues to need flax 
from abroad, the cost of imported supplies will 
be a highly important factor in local prices, The 
cost of imported supplies in turn depends chiefly 
upon the price of Argentine flax and the cost of 
transport. If there is an increase in Canadian 
production to the point wheré a surplus is avail- 
able for export, the price determining factors 
will be different, but it is likely that because of 
high quality a market could be found in the 
United States even after payment of the 65 
cents per bushel import duty and that the United 
Kingdom might also prefer Canadian flax to 
Argentine flax because of the shorter haul.— 
James Richardson and Sons.

Your Health 


— By Dr. Frank McCoy 


The arteries should be strong, 
yet flexible and elastic. The saying, | 
“A man is as old as his arteries,” is 
true. Most of us are born with good | 


arteries which will not harden pre- 
maturely unless we abuse them. All 
animals having a backbone, as well 
as humans, seem to be liable to de- | 
velop hardening with age. } 

Hardening of the arteries, which | 
is also called arteriosclerosis, may 
affect both the large blood vessels 
and the very small ones, known as | 
capillaries. In the larger type of 
vessel the hardening process is 
usually most marked where the 
vessels take the most strain—that is, | 
at places where the vessels become 
narrow or at points where they | 
branch off. 

The word “hardening” as applied | 
to an artery refers to a deposit of 
lime. In addition to this lime de- 
posit, the artery generally under- | 
gaps other changes, becoming rigid, 
losing its elasticity, and becoming | 
tortuous. There may be a thicken- | 
ing of its walls, affecting both the 
inner coat or lining, and the| 
muscular coat which makes up the 
middle layer. In the very small | 
artery, this thickening may be 
enough to close off the vessel en- | 
tirely, preventing the blood from | 
getting through. 

The function of an artery is to 
carry blood. When the blood pas- 
sage is interfered with because the | 
artery has hardened, the blood 
circulation is thereby cut down. 
The symptoms of arterial harden- 
ing therefore concern themselves | 
chiefly with the symptoms of poor 
circulation. 

The symptoms themselves vary 
according to what part of the body | 
is affected the most. For example, 
when the arteries of the brain are 
affected, the common symptoms are 
irritability, mental fatigue. dizzi- 
ness, and so on. In advanced cases, 
softening of the brain and apoplexy 
may develop.

When the vessels feeding the 
heart are involved, the patient may 
suffer the symptoms of angina 


| pectoris, such as shortness of breath, 


pain down the left arm, and weak- 
ness, following upon exertion. When 
the arteries of the kidneys are 
affected, we find a pathological 
kidney similar to that seen in 
Bright's Disease. When arterial 
hardening is accompanied by high 
blood pressure, the very fine and 
delicate vessels of the retina of 
the eye may suffer. 

Arterial hardening may arise 
from several causes. Long con- 
tinued mental stress and strain is 
apparently a contributing cause. 
However, I am firmly convinced 
that the main cause is a dietetic 


| cause, arising in the prolonged over 


use of sugars and starches. Most 
patients with arterial hardening 
will be found to be great starch eat- 
ers, Starch formentation apparente 
ly contributes more to the pers 
petuation of the process than overs 
use of meat. The excess of starch 
over and above the body's 
requirements is apparently not 
burned properly in the body, and 
the end-products remaining after 
this imperfect metabolism, appar- 
ently have a great deal to do with 
building up high blood pressure and 
the arterial hardening which so 
often goes hand in hand with the 
elevated pressure
